from violence only by police interfer­ 
ence. 
Mr. B ryan’s rem aining speeches of 
the evening were delivered to large 
crowds at the second regim ent arm ory, 
Thalia hall and in a pavilion at the 
stockyards, besides open air meetings at 
Twenty-eighth aud 
Halsted 
streets, 
Twenty-second street aud Oakley ave­ 
nue, and Thirty-first and State streets. 
It was after m idnight when Mr. B ry­ 
an finished his day’s labor, his last 
speech being made to an immense ^ .th - 
ering of negro voters on Thirty-first 
street. 
Mr. Bryan will close his campaign 
tonight aud only one other speech is 
down for him to deliver, that being at 
Lincoln Monday night.
